Machine Measures 
Solids In Atmosphere 

A machine with a vacuum 
sweeper type operation is draw¬ 
ing 60 cubic feet of' air a min¬ 
ute over an 8xl0-inch filter atop 
the city hall building in Granite 
City lo measure the amount of 
solid materials in the atmos¬ 
phere.. 

The machine filter is changed 
every 24 hours and is under the 
supervision of Assistant City In¬ 
spector William Jenkins, who 
makes the change at noon each 
day. It is one of a network of 
similar machines in the Illinois- 
Missouri area under the super¬ 
vision of the Interstate Air Pol¬ 
lution Study group. 

A spokesman for the inter¬ 
state group said the filters are 
weighed before and after use to 
determine the amount of sus; 
pended solid materials in the at¬ 
mosphere. and are kepi for fu¬ 
ture analysis of content. 

The program will be carried 
out over a period of two years to 
determine seasonal trends. The 
machine is designed to catch 
“suspended particulate materi¬ 
als,” such as dust, rubber flakes 
from auto tires, lead particles in 
auto exhaust fumes, ash, soot 
and any organic particles sus- 
-nded in the atmosphere.

And it has been shown that 
many state and national races have been decided 
by what amounts to a fraction of a single vote in 
each precinct. 

Local residents interested in the perpetuation 
of democracy and in the extent of governmental 
services and spending can express their views most 
eloquently in the voting booth. Vital preliminary 
steps to the trip to the polls are registering to vote 
and becoming familiar with the t candidates and 
issues so that their decisions can be based on 
logic and facts. 

The appeal fjcfr election participation is not 
new, but its meaning grows as it becomes more 
apparent that an active, informed citizenry is the 

only guarantee that our form of government_our 

very way of life—will be preserved.

Scout Training Of Direct 
Help In Many Emergencies 

Scouting is intended primarily as a prepara¬ 
tion for future life, but its training often pays im¬ 
mediate dividends. A case in point is the incident 
in which 21 hiking Boy Scouts of Granite City 
Troop Eight doffed jackets and shirts to beat out a 
fire in three acres of woods and grass near Be- 
thailto. 

In following their motto of "be prepared" and 
the promise in their oath "to help other people at 
all times, scouts often encounter opportunities for 
service. Much of what they learn, such as first-aid 
and lifesaving, could be pjit to valuable use by 
people of. all ages and all walks of life. 

Current Presidential Succession 
Law Better Than Some Alternatives 

Drastic revision of the 16-year-old presiden¬ 
tial succession law should be avoided unless a clear¬ 
ly superior procedure is devised. Some of the 
changes suggested might be a step backward in¬ 
stead of forward. 

An example is the proposal for election of not 
one but two vice-presidents. Even a single vice- 
president, whose duties include presiding over the 
U. S. Senate, has been regarded as a "forgotten 
man." While the role of Vice-Presidents Nixon and 
Johnson was considerably broader than that of 
their predecessors, most of their activities were sub¬ 
ject to the wishes of the president and had no con¬ 
stitutional basis. If the vice-presidency itself was 
ridiculed as a lowly position for a century and a 
half, how would a junior vice-president be re¬ 
garded? 

Another plan involves restoration of the pre- 
194 7 law placing the secretary of state and then 
other cabinet members next in the line of succes¬ 
sion after the vice-president. But, as President Tru¬ 
man pointed out. this gave hinv—or other vice- 
presidents elevated by the death of a president— 
the power to choose his own potential successor 
and replace him at will, even perhaps during ir- 1 
rational moments of a lingering illness. 

It has been correctly pointed out that the 
House speaker, currently the next in line, is elected 
by only 100,000 or 200,000 voters, rather than 
69 million. But he also has been chosen by the 
other members, of Congress, themselves represent¬ 
ing all sections of the nation, as their leader. 

It also has been noted that the speaker of the 
House is kept busy by his regular duties and has 
little opportunity for foreign contacts or for be¬ 
coming familiar with the executive branch of gov¬ 
ernment. This is true, but it should be remembered 
that the loss of two presidents within the same 
four-year span would be an unusual, unprecedented 
development. Perhaps the legislators felt that in 
such extreme circumstance's. America would need 
someone of unquestioned dependability and dedi- 
cation' who would steer evenly and calmly rather 
than "rocking the boat"; anyone who has reached 
the speaker's position after long Congressional 
service would fit this description admirably, and he 
would not be a stranger to national issues. 

Some revision may be in order, but it should 
not be done emotionally or hastily.
